What's being done? What is going to be done?" asked Mr. 
Teeley. 

Mayor Michael Haley said the board must decide what 
needs to be done and find out what grants are available for 
this type of work. . 

Following the mayor's suggestions, village trustee 
Donald Amundsen recommended that Mr. Angelotti begin 
work on the creation of a program to help alleviate, village 
flooding problems.'

Gypsy moths 
found in McHenry 

A possible infestation of the gypsy moth in McHenry 
County has state and federal forestry experts on-guard 

: against4he-pesLjnJhis.ai:ea J ^ . ~ 

Eight gypsy moths have been caught in traps set earlier 
this summer by conservation and agriculture officials 
within a one-mile radius of the town of McHenry, Three 
moths were trapped in Lake County and two in Cook 
County. In Kane County, one gypsy moth was snared.* 

Once at) infestation of the- moth is documented, a 
spraying program to eradicate the pest is generally put 
into effect. • , ■ ' ' 

Containment of the pes! is important because the gypsy 
moth is probably a worse threat to hardwood forests than 
Dutch Elm blight. Not particularly selective, the gypsy^ 
moth has'destroyed some 18 million acres of forest in New 
England in the past 50 years. 

Only in the past 15 years has the moth been a problem in 
I he Midwest. 

Because the moth was imported to this country from 
; Europe, it has no natural enemies here to help control jt,- : 

The gypsy moth presencrfdetected in McHenry Count yj 
could be the overflow of an infestation in Waukesha' 
County, Wisconsin, where 600' moths haye been taken in 
only 40 traps so far this yearT ■ 

The moth extends its range primarily by hitchhiking on 
vehicles. 



Don't buy ZIP code 
book from salesman 

Postmaster Wayne Van Heirseele has .cautioned 
citizens of Ahtioch to be wary of door-lo-door.sai.es of 
incomplete or out-of-date ZIP Code or Post Office 
directories. 

"Businesses and households in Antioch should be on the 
lookout for persons going door-to-door selling these 
directories. They are not authorized to do so by the Poslal 

Service," Van Heirseele said. 
— EKftqiJ onily, the one doing the ^selling will be a young 



person posing as a student who will "use the proceeds 
from the sale to further his or her education." 

A ZIP Code directory- is of little use unless it contains 
ZIP Code information for the 480 major cities which have 
more than one ZIP Code. The directories being sold 
door-to-door often list complete ZIP Codes only for 
smaller post-offices having one Zip Code. In addition, the 
information in them may not reflect changes in ZIP Code 
assignments which are made periodically to accommo- 
date posl off ice changes and community growth.

The official 1979 Zip Code Directory, published by the 
Poslal Service, is available from Government Printing 
Office stores in 20 "major cities, or by mail from the

Energy conservation 
program is suggested 



An energy conservation pilot program 
will, be formulated for purposes of 
applying for a grant for the exploration of 
possible conservation programs within the 
village of Antioch. . = „ 

This will be-donc by Mr. Michael Teeley, 
environmental education director for 
School District 34, He came to the village 
public works committee meeting Monday 
night to present, the idea of an energy 
conservation pilot program- to the village 
trustees. 



>IR. TEELEY SAID there are many 
funds . available^ which are presently 
untapped and which are designed specif- 
ically for energy conservation. 

"It's an opportunity lobe competitive on 

this," said Mr. Teeley, 'Ml is literally 

anything you want Id do. The trick is to get 

it lo be something you can get approved."' 

One example of ah energy conservation 



program is the auditing of home insulation 
efficiency. With special funding, houses 
can be lested to see how efficiently their 
heating systems operate and if they are 
losing heal. 

ANOTHER TYPE of energy conserva- 
tion program would be the dial-a.-ride 
program for senior citizens. 

Another would be the exploration of the 
use of solar energy for healing. -Many of 
the programs relate to home energy uses. 

Mr; Teeley emphasized that "the board 
would be gainingaccess to funds that are 
already available but which presently are 
not being fully utilized. The pilot program, 
if accepted, would be given a one-.year trial 
period".

At Anlioeh High School, six new classrooms and three 
new offices have been added.

In the auditorium, a new ceiling has been put in. 
Eventually, the auditorium will be air-conditioned and 
its projection booth altered lo meet coding standards.

to Bill Allen, waterfowl 
biologist for the conserva- 
tion department. 

Duck hunters will have a 
50-day season, five days 
longer than last year, in 
both the southern/* and 
northern zones. Shooting, in 
l he northern zone begins 
Oct. 19 and ends Dec. 7. In 
the southern zone hunters 
can begin, shooting Nov. 2 
and continue' to hunt" 
through Dec. 21. Shooting 
hours will be from one 
half-hour before sunrise to 
sunset.. 

The northern aiid south*' 
cm zones are separated by 
U.S. Highway 50. 

ILLINOIS once again 
will use a point system for 
daily bag and possession 
limits. The daily bag limit 
is reached when the point 
value of the last bird taken, 
added to the sum of the 




point value of birds already 
token, equals- or .exceeds 
100 points. 'The possession 
limit is the maximum 
number of birds which 
legally could have been, 
taken in two days of 
hunting!

Financial considerations occupied much -of ., the 
• Tuesday, Sept , 5, Grade School District 34 board meeting. 
1 The board passed the 1978-79 budget, approved the. 
SEDOL budget, okayed certain construction bills, and 
purchased warrants for educational funds. 

After a one-hour public hearing, the Board voted to 
accept the budget as presented for the fiscal year July I, 
1978 to June 30, 1979. 

THE BUDGET/LISTS expenditures of approximately m 
$2,647,000 and revenue of approximately $2,454,000, 
making for an anticipated cumulative deficit of roughly 
$57,000. -- - ' 

•But, business manager Ron Chilcotc pointed out that 
there are other revenues expected which could alter the 
deficit figure. 

, "When speaking of expenditures," said Mr..Chilcolt\ 
"this is probably the most realistic budget I have seen."
